The ivy-leaf geraniums can be 
planted casually as bank-binders, 
ground covers and their flowers 
are almost as thick as their leaves. 
In the East, they are strictly for 
window boxes or hanging baskets. 
EXCITING 

Perhaps most exciting are the 
Martha Washington geraniums 
(or Pelargonium domesticum). 
With their pansy-like faces and 
free blooming habit they cften 
grow up to be shrubs of three feet. 

They are really sunshine plants 
and like mild climates, where 
there are no extreme changes in 
temperature. They are often called 
the “poor man’s orchid.” 

There are other groups of ger- 
aniums just as interesting. 

The cactus-flowered group has 
rolled and twisted petals, form- 
ing single and double blossoms. 
The rosebud variety has blos- 
soms that never open wide and 
so resemble tiny double roses. 
The .Bird’s Egg varieties are 
characterized by small rose-red 

spots on the petals. 

The beauty of still another 
group lies in the varicolored 
markings of the foliage. Skies of 
Italy is perhaps the gayest, with 
green leaves zoned with bronze, 
splashed with red and edged with 
creamy yellow. Variations are end- 
less. 

There are also scented - leaf 
kinds. lemon being my favorite. 
NEED SUN 

Geraniums like full or even 
part-time sun, and no not need a 
rich soil r much fertilizer, else 
they will develop a great display 
of foliage and few flowers. 

Plants will develop (for my chil- 
dren,at least) from simply stick- 
ing a cutting in the garden soil, 
though it is better to root them in 
sand first, after covering the tip 
with a rooting hormone.

They should be 
planted in soil that is well pulver- 
ized, and humus added.

TURTLE ‘FEED’ 

A really unusual experience in 


Elmo and Caro! Hayden of Sher- 
man avenue, who found themselves | 
ceating turtle meat while visiting | 
at Guaymas (Sonora, Mexico) on 
the Bocochibampo bay. 

One of the Indian inhabitants 
there had gone out in a boat, spear- 
ed a turtle by hooking its. shell, 


roped it. and towed it back to shore. 
The 120 pound animal was then 
butchered. 

The meat remaining on the bot- 
tom shell plate was propped 
around a fire of ironwood—just 
like steak when it is planked. The 
ironwood, according to Carol, gave 
out an extremely intense heat; she 
said that three hours after the fire 
was Started, you still couldn’t com- 
fortably hold a hand six feet above 
the embers. 

IN A POT 

While the meat was bast acine 
the natives concocted a sauce of 
turtle stock, small tomatoes, long 
green peppers and a host of spices 
and other vegetables. This was all 
simmered for three hours in an 
iron pot extended over the fire. 

In still another pot, Carol says, 
a flipper stew was being brewed 
from boiled flippers, meat off the 
turtle bones and lots of vegetables. 
Sine this is a delicacy to the Mex- 
icans, the. MP travelers and their 
fellow Americans didn’t get to 
taste the result. 

However, they were served the 
barbequed and meat. sauce, which, 
Carol remarks, was a very, very 
rich dish—even the spices seemed 
spicier. The turtle’s meat is white: 
in texture is is half-way between 
chicken and veal, being coarser 
than chicken, but not as coarse as 
veal. 

As for the taste, Carol says, that 
is unique. 

BARTER 

Some eight trailer residents ga- 
thered at the bay, and including 
the Haydens, bartered for the meat 
remaining from the flippered oc- 
ean dweller—the Indian originally 
wanted 75 pesos for the lot, but 
settled for 60, Carol said. 

The Haydens, themselves, ended 
up with something extra—the shell 
(costing 5 pesos), which they. plan 
to polish and hang over their fire} 
place. Some turtle shells, aceord- 
ing to the Sherman avenue-er, are 
even used for magazine racks and/| 
bird baths.
